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Regarding independent claim 1, Applicants argue that Geiger et al. fall to disclose "wherein said passive display unit is void of user inputs. 
However, Geiger et al. disclose "or passive i.e., only requiring the shopper to push the cart down the aisle where It will automatically 
receive a signal" (see par.. 008, "passive" reads on "void of user unputs"). 

Regarding independent claims 21. 38. 39 and 45. Applicants argue that Geiger et al. fail to disclose "automatically displaying comprises 
automatically randomly displaying regarless of a location of the display unit withing the retail environment". However, Geiger et al. 
disclose "a separate promotional program for advertisers in which a screen graphic of the promoted item is displayed from memory 
periodically during the use of the shopping cart by a shopper, regardless of the cart's location in the marketing area" (see par.016). 
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
